Constitutionatl Powers,
From the Tribune.

The World quoted Mr. Jerfor«on as authority
for the dietém that our politival system reserves
to the deverdl Siaie: “every power purely domes-
tio,” und that

“Tho Federal 'y, In truth our 2 reign Governmont,
whioh deparimont a/ene I8 inien from the »ove
roignty of 1) 80 arate 5 atos.’

We met this with lndlsoutable citations [rom
the Constitution 1ksell, wherein power 1s given

fo Congress to protect inventors and anthors
by patenta and copyrignta; to coln money: to
estublish Post Offices nnd post roads; and to es
1ablish uniform laws on the subject of bankmpt:
cies, while, by that same [nstrument, tne Statos
are forbidden to com mouney, pass bills of at-
tainder, or ex pos faelo lnws, or vupair the obli.

atione of contracts, ote,  Surely here s enough

o prove the Worid mistaken—and Mr. Jelferson
too—in asserting that *‘the foreign department
alome 18 takan Irom the sovergignty ol the sepa-
TFule Stntes.”

The Worid quotes Mr, Jofferson as writing
from Paris to E. Carrington (Auzust 4, 1787)
that ours under the old Contederation was “the
best Government existing, or that over did
exist."  Thuat was, donntless, Mr. Jefferson’s
opmion: but the conntry held quite another;
and this orevatled in the framing and adoption
of the Federal Constitution. Mr, Jefferson far.
ther wrote that:—

“My geperal plan would be to make the States
onu us Lo everything connected with fareign nations,
and soveral as to everytlung porely domestie.*

We haven't a doubt of this, Onaly it so hap
pens thay Mr. Jefferson did not frame the Fede:
Tl Coustitutiou, and it was not conformed to
his views, but to those of Fraaoklin, Washing-
ton, Roger Bherman, Hamilton, Madison, ete.,
which were quite diflerent. Madison *after-
wirds bowed to the mugnetism of his personnl
sascendancy, and *wrote the famous Virgima
resolves of 1700, of whieh, after Jeferson's
death,he mod * 50 unhaj py an attompt to explain
away the mesning. Bui the Constitation 15 one
thing, and the resolves of '08 and '93 quite
another; though Mr, Jelferson — having very
positive motious as to what the Constitution
should pe, provided we must have s Constito-
tion (which he didn't want) — alterwards as-
sumed, asserted, orargued that the actual Coa-
atitution was the camel, or weasel, or whale that
hie would have had it.

The World is constrained to substiiute an
Issue of ite own invention tor that whereon ts
discomfiture is so palpable, Premisiog that cer-
tain of the wmternal powers accorded to Congress
by the Constitntion were granted to it likewise
by the old Articles of Confederation, it nsks;—

“Was ever anybody rash enough or hardy enovgh
to maintmn that the Artueles of Conlederation sbe
sorbed the domestic jurisdiction of the ointes?"

With a_ disputant who thus puts into the
mouth of his antagonist whatever words promise
to serve his own purpose, we prefer to part
company.

The Loan Bill
From the Times.

The Loaa bill, as finally passed, talls far short
of what it should have been to do justice to the
Becretary of the Treasury, or to meet the views
of those who, like him, earnestly desire a speely

return to specie payments, It withholds power
which that officer onght to have had conterred
upon him, and it resiricts the process of con-
truotion within luwits that render all apprehen-
glon of panic on that ground utterly absurd,

Novertheless, the new law deinitely cancts a
very important priveiple, and lays the founda-
tion of a pohiey which we hope herealter to see
applied with much geeater vigor., It does not
meet the reasonable requirements of Mr. Beore-
tary McCulloch: But 1t frustrates the plans of
the inflationists, and imposes restraint upon the
currency of which prudent men cannot fail to
take heed, The contraction ?wlble within the
year is s0 small that it will probably be ex-
cecded by the addition o the National Bank
circulation during the same period.  But, at
any rate, the navional policy 1s to be one of
contraction, ns opposed to expansion, So much
ot ieast is fixed by the bill. And to this extent
it is a step in the right direction.

It anything else were wanted to reconcile the
country to & measure in itself of comparanvely
little value, it would be found in the hostility
shown at every sage ol its progress through
Congress by the advocates of & currency which,
though not avowedly iuconvertible, would be
rendered 5o by a coustant addition to its 1ssues,
Not one of these ran so far counter to public
opinjon as Lo deciare himself favorable to incon-
veirtibnlity as a principle. On the contrary,
every ome of them professed a desire to
Bmmulo_ a resnmption of cash vpayments,

ut, aside from their professions, they were
unitedly opposed, first, to the more com-

rehensive bill  which, in the main, re-

ected the views of the Secretary, and after
wards to the harmless affawr which went through
the SBenate on Monday, For toeir defent, let us
be grateful. In whatever aspect we are other.
wise kisappointed we kunow that the paper
money men have received a timely rebuke, and
the speculators a splutary warning., Both were
sadly required to trustrate the tescnings of those
who eonfound the excitement of speculation
with the activity of healthy enterprise, and mis-
fake the flood of paper which precedes bunk-
rnpil{'_v for the ense connected with genuine pros
perity.

It ia to be hoped that Congress, having
affirmed & gound principle in rezard o groen-
bucks, will not be unmindl of the danger that
Jurks benenth an unchecked development of the
Nauvonal Bank system,

The Loan Bill Passed Both Houses of

Congress.
From the Herald,

This important bill, to ennble the Becretary
of the Tressury to meet the obligations of the
Government about to become doe, passed the
Benute on Monday in the same form a8 It pissed
the House, There was s good denl of discussion
upon the bill, those opposed to it arguing
chiefly thay too much power was placed in Lhe
hands of the Secretary, especially with rexed
to contracting the currcoey. Mr, Sherman
oblected to it on this ground. He thouznt It
gave the Secretary too much power to contract
the currency, which might put an unnecessary
straln upon the commercial world, and that no
man aught to have this power. He maintained,
too, that every citizen ought to koaow how
much currency 18 in  ciroulution at any
time.  The objcetlops of Alr, Sherman sod
those who went with him are good in principle,
and had a foreible application to the bill as
originally reported o the House; but the
awmended bill, as now passed, 1s relieved almost
entirely of these objections, The Becretury
has not the power of retiring more than
cightoen millions of greenbnoks betore Con-
gress will meet and can take further sction
upou the subject next winter, This smull
amount, shonld he even wiibdraw iy, would
goarocly be félt.  His powerftherefore, in this
respect, 15 vere Nauted, On the whole, we
think toe bill ) a safe one, and & not lkely to
ouuse any disturdance 1o the bosiness of the
country, The careful legislavlon of Congress
on the important matter ol our Basnces and
curreney most be gratiivioe to the ecoqutry, 10
thet body would onlv be s orudent had con-
servative on sticfly 1p-'ilitin! fuestions our
seotionsl troubley would scon énd, We hope
it will make he same progress towards cor-
rect, statesmanlike views In that respect as it
is waking on the question of netlonal dnance
and the currency,
yin coppeciion with this subject we notice,
100, that Mr, Sherman iotrodoced a mll 1n the
Bonete an Monday to equslize the distrihution of
the nstional bank currency, and to limis the

whole amourt to the origina' three hundred
millions—that le, mstend of 1 rvuuhq thas de
seripdon o1 eurrenny to supply the demand of
the Southern SBlates of new States and
ritones, to take from the Setes that huave
an undue proportion snd give w o thoss that
hive none or a lew proportionate amount, This
15 anotber step iu the riebt dircetion. My,
Sherman sces tne necsssity of limiting the
amount of paper money, aoad especially ot
this national bauk lssur; at the same time
he opposes such & contraction as may disturb
the Dusiness and values of thevoantry, 16 would
be betrer to supersede this so called national

 bahk curreney by legal tender groenbacks, or by

8 bonn fide national currency issned solely in the
pamio of the Government and on 1ta eredif, for in
that way the Governmen!, snd not private
monopolies, would get the benefit of the ciroula-
tlon; but it 18 eome pro.ressin the right direc-
tion to limit this pational bank carrency, ana it
I8 but fair (o equalize the distributionofit. The
bill wae referred to the Committee on Finnnee,
and we have some reason to expect it wmill be
favorably considered,

The Loan BilL
From the World.,

The new Loan bill, which lhas psssed both
Houses, and only awaits the President’s signn-
ture to become a law, is of 80 much Interest that

we roproduce It with a pronunence due to its
fmportance:—

approved March 8, 1806, shali be extended and gon.
strued 1oauthorize the Seeromary o1 the Trensury. at
his diweretion, to receive soy reasary notes or other
obligations msueo- under any ace of Congrops,
whether bearing imiferest or not, m exchange for
any desanpnon of bonds authorized by the act to
whioh this 18 un amendment, and aiso 10 dispose ot
any dereription of bonds authorized by smd not,
either in the Umied Siates or clsewhere, to snch an
awount, 10 such manper, and at such rates as alie
may think wdy saclo, tor lmwiul mouey ot the United
Btates, or for any trassury notes, cortificatos ot in-
drutedness, or certifieates 01 devosit, or other re-

rosentatives of yalus which have besn or may be
ssiied under any nack o1 Congress, the provesds
thereof 1o bo nsed only for retiring treasury notes,
or other obligations issued untoer any sct of Cou-
gross, But nothing berein coutuined shall be cons
strutd 1o authorizo any increase of the publio vebt;
proviced that of the United states notes nol more
thau ten milifons ol dolinrs may be retired and onn-
celled within six monthsgiromn the pasiage ol thus
act, and thereaiter not - ore 'han four mi lions ot
doliars in auy one month And provided, farher,
that the act to wilnen - s wu amendment #hall
continue in force in mll its provisious, exeept as
modifled by this act

section 2 And be it further emictod, That che
Secretary of the Treasury auull repor. to Cotgross
at the commencoment of the uext sesflon the
amount of exchangs made or money borrowed
uuder this aet, nud of whom, and on what terms,
aud also the amonnt and chargetor of indebtedoo:s
retiredl under this sot and the act to whion this is an
amondment, with a deiniled statoment ol e ox-
pense of making such Joaus and exchange,

The bill gives the Seerotary much less power
than he persistendy asked tor, and less than
hie ought to have, There ave two things of
the frst consequence for which eilicient pro-
vision ought to be made, viz, such & reauction
of the currency as will restore speéie pay-
menta, and a preparation to meet the en-
gngements of the Uovernment waturing in
1807 and 1868, The bill which has passed
contnibutes lttle to  eicher. It reswracns
the Scerciary Jrom withdiawimng wore than
ten wmilbons of greenbacks  within  the
first six wonths alier its passage, or
more thsn  four millions a month
atter. The six months extend to about the
middle of October, and the two ensuing
months will overlap the next mesting ol Con-
gress, The currency, then, which (includiug
the national bank notes) consists ol abone
soven bundred and finty millions (twice or
thrice what it was betore the war), can be re-
duced not quite eighteen millions ol dollurs up
to the thoe of Mr. McCulloch’s next annual
report. The Secretary will doubtless use all
the little power given Dbim; but the currency,
during the elght mouths, will be reluced less
than two and ajhalt per cent. Cuortailment,
though mmperceptibly slow, I8, ot course, betier
thau turther expansion: but a business mun buy-
ing or manutacturing goods to sell slx months
ahend, always edloulates on a much larger
murgin of protit than two per gent, and so
flow a contrasction will do  little to render
people eautious, Congress se¢ems blind to the
lnet that the country has other things to do
tban the purchase and ruh'. or manufac-
ture and sale, of consumable comiuodities,
There are thooeands of enterprises in the
character of permancnt iovestments, whose
retorns must come in future vears, The open-
ing of new mines, the building of wew ma-
elioery, the erection of new houses, the con-
striction of new radrosds, are kinds ot business
which differ from current mercantile transac-
tiong, in that the money invested now will bring
ita returns several years hence, If the currency
were restored to the specie basis, the house or
the wmlrond bullt pow would cost about the
game a8 those built five yenrs hence, and there
would be po great risk in the undertaking.
it men build now what ean be bullt thirty per
cent, cheaper in 1569, they would do better to
keep thelr money and apply it to some other
use, The restraint put on the Becretary is

urely in the interest of the trading and specu-

ating clusses, who alone are benetited by con-
tinuing the mflation,

Next year the seven-thirties begin to fall due,
aud before the close of the year 1ollowing, they
will all have matared. OF these, there are nine
hundred aud fiity millions; but although Secre-
tary MceCulloch Jeels & wise solioitude at the
appalling amouut, Congress Is stupldly careless,
or, what is worse, o league with the vast specu-
Tating interests who are laying their plans to
miuke soveral millions out of the coming e¢mbar-
rassment of the Goveromeont.
